Is  to  be  expected  to  harmonise  with  our  present 
understanding  of  science — so  much  the  worse  for 
science  If  they  do  not  agree. 

What  I  do  say  Is  that 
and  final  authority  upon  all 
faith  anil  practice. 

It  is  absolute  and  final  becpuse  it  is  from  1 

God. 

Because  of  this,  no  one  may  eliminate  therefrom 
anything  because  it  does  not  suit  ones  Inclinations. 
Bemuse  of  this  no  one  may  change  any 
part  to  make  it  sustain  any  theory  he 

may  chance  to  hold. 

Furthermore  It  was  authoritative  when 
the  race  was  young  Moreover  M  is  Just

Why  then  are  People  saved  by  prosy? 

The  Bible  requires  the  utter  and  complete  sep¬ 
aration  of  church  and  state.  Then  why  did  feder¬ 
al  authorities  undertake  to  superintend  religious' 
tbe  Bible  is  the  absolute  affairs?  Simply  because  the  little  insects  to  whom 
itlons  of  human  the  spiritual  interest  of  our  soldiers  was  commit¬ 
ted  knew  nothing  about  the  authority  of  the  Bible. 
To  one  of  these  I  feel  sure  the  Bible  had  no  more 
authority  over  conscience  than  a  second  hand  edi¬ 
tion  of  Don  Quixote. 

I  am  saying  all  this  to  bring  yon  to  rea¬ 
lise  today  the  need  of  emphasising  the* 
authority  of  the  Bible. 

Do  you  remember  that  Jesus  said,  "Heaven  and 
Earth  shall  pass  away  but  my  words  shall  not 
pass  away.”  ' 

Yon  towering  monument  of  granite  will 
yield  to  the  frosts  and  the  winds  of  the 
centuries  and  will  finally  pass  away. 

Yon  glittering  star  In  Its  far  away  vault,  al¬ 
though  sixty  centuries  hare  come  and  gone  since 
It  first  peered  down  through  the  mists  that  envel¬ 
oped  a  new  world,  will  one  day  fall  as  the  untimely 
fruit  of  a  withered  fig  tree  when  stirred  by  the 
winds.

Be  alarmed,  my -brethren,  because  Baptist,  too. 
are  many  of  them  losing  reverenv*  for  the  author¬ 
ity  of  tbe  Bible.  God  save  us  from  such  disloy¬ 
alty  within  our  ranks. 

Men  do  not  repent  because  they  are  not  convin¬ 
ced  of  the  guilt  of  sin;  they  are  not  impressed 
with  the  authority  of  the  Bible.  Our  preaching 
needs  to  be  revolutionised-  in  this  particular. 

Pardon  me,  brethren,  this  may  not  be  exactly  in 
line  with  what  Is  reflected  In  this  discourse;  but 
my  own  preaching  has  been  '  hanged  in  the  last 
few  weeks.  I  preached  the  last  sermon  a  man 
who  was  not  a  church  member  ever  heard.  Un¬ 
less  ho  was  saved  during  that  sermon  or  under 
the  influence  of  that  sermon  be  was  lost  His 
companion  believes  he  was  saved;  God  grant  that 
he  was,  but  If  not,  what  of  my  awful  responsi¬ 
bility?  Just  a  little  later  1  preached  to  another 
man  not  a  church  member  the  last  sermon  be 
ever  heard.  I  believe  that  he  was  saved,  but 
suppose  either  man  was  lost  because  I  had  not 
made  the  plan  of  salvation  clear?  Since  those 
experiences,  brethren,  I  shall  never  preach  an¬ 
other  sermon  without  telling  people  how  to  be

Calling  the  heavens  in  another"  place  "bis 
handiwork”  ike  a  woman  embroidering  or  doing 
neddle  work.

A  little  movement  of  the  instrument  and  I  see 
another  worl  1  so  far  away  that  instead  of  making 
the  circuit  ol  the  heavens  in  one  year  like  ours  It 
requires  166  years.  Instead  of  a  year  of  366  days 
lik<e  we  have  they  have  one  of  60,226  days. 

In  other  words  a  year  on  Neptune  is  as 
long  as  from  1776  to  1941. 

Look  at  yonder  fiery  ball.  Looks  about  as 
as  large  as  a  dinner  plate.  And  yet  If  it  were  out 
up  Into  a  million  pieces  each  piece  would  be  one 
and  one  thin!  times  larger  than  our  world. 

It  looks  as  If  you  might  cover  it  with 
your  two  bands,  yet  109  of  our  worlds 
might  fas  set  side  by  side  and  still  not 
reach  aci  oss  his  face.

Now  that  the  war  is  over  as  we  trust,  some 
questions  Are  going  in  come  up  for  readjustment 
among  ourseleee  as  Well  as  on  the  other  side  of 
the  ocean.  One  of  ijtees  ’  is  how  far  the  churches 
and  the  government!  may  co-operate  or  work  to 
the  same  ends  wlthoat  being  Joined  up  in  a  hurt¬ 
ful  union.  It,has  Been  always  a  cherished  prin¬ 
ciple  with  which  some  'others  have 

come  to  asnenf  In  a  pleasure,  that  the  two  institu¬ 
tions  of  church  and  state  are  and  must  be  sepa¬ 
rate.  "in  an  emergency  such  as  we  have  had,  this 
faith  may  be  held  lor  the  moment  In  abeyance. 
Just  as  two  (emlllei  after  the  home  of  one  has 
been  destroyed  by  Are  may  fine  It  necessary  to 
live  In  the  sarnie  Wall  house.  But  It  will  be 
understood  that  thi*  is  only  a  temporary  arrange¬ 
ment 

Now  during  the  later  months  of  the  war  an 
emergency  arose  w|th  the  government  and  the 
colleges.  Yoigig  man  were1  called  Into  tBe  army 
from  eighteen  year*!  old  up.  They  must  be  train¬ 
ed  and  places^  must!  be  provided  for  their  train¬ 
ing.  On  theirvpart;  the  colleges  were  threatened 
with  disruption  By  the  taking  away  of  our  young 
men.  An  arrangement  was  hastily  made  between 
the  two  parti47  by  which  the  colleges  provided 
the  places  and  the  government  paid  the  expenses.

The  gov¬ 
ernment.  either  state  or  federal  haa  no  more 
right  to  appropriate  money  to  a  sectarian  or  de¬ 
nominational  School  In  order  to  Insure  military 
training  than  It  haa  to  teach  any  branch  in  the 
curriculum.  1ft  fa«t  It  la  Impossible  to  disting¬ 
uish  between  the  Me  of  It  for  one  cause  and  an¬ 
other  when  itcla  pgl>l  over  to  the  college  There 
Is  no  doubt  tl&t  those  denominations  which  have 
never  believed  in  the  separation  of  church  and 
state  will  Immediately  and  vigorously  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the’ opportunity  to  get  their  hands  in 
the  federal  treasury  They  are  indeed  already 
working  the  grbssa*  'and  In  this  period  of  con¬ 
fusion  •when  fjnen’i  thoughts  are  not  clear  and 
their  minds  »?•*'  oh  other  matters  the  scheme  is 
likely  to  be  sworked  successfully.  Baptists  and 
Methodists  sod  Presbyterians  are  now  likely  to 
pay  large  taites  to  provide  Instruction  to  boys 
and  young  men  In  Catholic  institutions  where 
every  Influent*  Is  brought  to  bear  to  make  Cath¬ 
olics.  >  These  ^people  <1°  not  hesitate  to  use  the 
state  or  federal  fcasury  for  the  nialntaiance  of 
their  educatU^m]  and  charity  ’  Institutions.  They 
are  doing  It  ip  every  state  where  It  is  possible 
and  this  wlll^uOllsh  them  another  opportunity. 
It  Is  time  for  those  who  believe  In  the  separation 
of  church  and  sthte  to  see  that  they  are  kept 
separate  In  thin  country.

dary  education.  Mr.  Rockefeller,  so 
we  have  heard,  baa  decided  to  give  not 
a  doila.'  to  denominational  secondary 
schools,  claiming  that  the  high  schools 
fill. the  needs,  th  almost  every  public 
discussion  of  deaoEftnatlonal  education 
the  note  to  heUtd  Sounding  the  knell 
of  secondary  education  and  tolling  Its 
funeral  dirge,  if 
But  what  shall,  our  denomination 
do?  Shall  It  pflt  A  plate  at  its  educa¬ 
tional  table  tof  the  secondary  grade, 
or  shall  it  bid.  Its  hoys  and  gtrla  to 
creep  under  the  Wings  of  the  high 
schools  and  Seek'  their  educational 
shelter  there?  Why  have  secondary 
schools  In  those  days  of  high  school 
efficiency?  Why  load  the  denomina¬ 
tion  with  a  number  of  academies  to 
support,  when  In  every  community  an 
up-to-date  state  school  flings  open  ita 
doors  to  every  bear  and  girl  without 
money  or  price!  There  to  no  need  for 
such  academies  If  they  provfde  noth¬ 
ing  more  than  the  state  schools.  But 
our  denominational  schools  are  Chris¬ 
tian  schools,  and  hot  only  Christian 
hut  Baptist,  sad  this  fact  lifts  them 
out  of  the  state  school  realm  Into  a 
vastly  different,  higher  realm.
